which might be eaſfily committed. For tje 
fſmtealing an Ox or a Sheep from an open Field, 
is puniſh'd by a greater Forfeiture, than taking 
them from a Fold or an Houſe: And the Rea- 
lon is, becauſe there is a Breach of Truſt added 
to the Theft; foraſmuch as Cattle or ogg

no Watch or Keeper but the Common Faith. 
So that it a Man ſhould, by a falſe Key, or 
by wary a Mine, rob the Exchequer of a 
Sum of Money, (which is one of the Caſes 
in which Hecato has exempted a Son from im- 
ching his Father,) his Forfeiture is there- 
ore leſs, and he is not equally Criminal with 
a Man that ſhould rob the Exchequer, being 
intruſted with the lawful Key.
